For there are Three that bear Record in 
Heaven, the Father , the Word, and the 
Holy Ghojl ; and thefe Three are One. 

THIS Day being fet apart to acknow^ 
lege our Belief inthe Eternal Trinity, 
_ I thought it might be proper to employ 
my prefent Difcourfe entirely upon that Sub- 
ject j and I hope to handle it in fuch a Man- 
ner, that the moft Ignorant among you may 
return home better informed of your Duty in 
this great Point, than probably you are at pre- * 
Tent. 

It muft be confefled, that by the W^aknefs 
and Indifcretion of bufy (or, at heft, of well- '* 
meaning) People, as well as by the Malice of 
thofe who are Enemies to all Revealed Reli- >

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£ion, and arc not content to poflefs their own 
Infidelity in Silence, without communicating it 
to the Difturbance of Mankind y I lay, by thefc 
Means, it muft be confefled, that the Do&rine 
of the Trinity hath fuffered very much, and 
made Chriftianity fuffer along with it. For 
thefe two things muft be granted : Firft, that 
Men of wicked Lii r es would be very glad there 
were no Truth in Chriftianity at all $ and fc- 
condly, If they can pick out any one fmgle Ar* 
tick in the Chriftian Religion which appears 
not agreeable to their own corrupted Reafon, 
or to the Arguments of thofe bad People, who 
follow the Ti*ade of feducing others, they pre- 
fenriy conclude that the Truth of the whole 
Gofpel muft fink along with that one Article* 
Which is juft as wile, as if a Man (hould fay, 
becaufe he diflikes one Law of his Country, he 
will therefore oblerve no Law at all ; and yet, 
that one Law may be very reafonable in itfelf, 
although he does not allow it, or does not 
know the Realbn of the Lawgivers. 

Thus it hath happened with the great Doc- 
trine of the Trinity $ which Word is indeed 
not in Scripture, but was a Term of Art in- 
vented in the earlier Times to exprefs the Doc- 
trifle by a fmgle Word, for the lake of Brevity 
and Convenience. The Doftrine then, as de- 
livered in Holy Scripture, tho % not exactly in 
th£ fame Words, is very fhort, and amounts 
oaly fo this, That the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghofl, are each of them God, and 
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, Ok the T ft i H i T Y. 3 

Word Perfbtj, when we fay there are three Per- 
forms ; and as to thofe other Explanations in the 
Athanafian Creed this Day i\*ad to you (whe- 
ther compiled by Athanafms or no) they were 
taken up three hundred Years after Chrift, to 
expound this Do&rine j and I will tell you upon 
what Occafiori. About that time there fprang 
up a Herely of a People called Avians, from 
one Arius tne Leader of them, Thefe denied 
our Saviour to be God, although they allowed 
all the reft of the Gofpel (wherein they were 
more fincere than their Followers among us.) 
Thus the Chriftian World was divided into 
two Parts, till at length, by the Zeal and 
Courage of St. Atbana/ius, the Arians were 
condemned in a general Council, and a Creed 
formed upon the true Faith, as Saint Athana- 
fius hath fettled it. This Creed is now read at 
certain times in our Churches, which although 
it is ufeful for Edification to thofe who under- 
ftand it, yet fince it contains fome nice and 
philofophical Points which few People can 
comprehend, the Bulk of Mankind is obliged 
to believe no more than the Scripture-Do&rine, 
as I have delivered it. Becaufe that Creed was 
intended only as an Anfwer to the Arians in 
their own Way, who were very fubtle Dif- 

puters. ; ' - \ 

But this Herely having revived in the World 
aboutg^n hundred Years ago, and continued 
t ever fince } not out of a Zeal to Truth, but to 
give a Loofe to Wickednefs, fey throwing oft 
all Religion } feveral Divines, in order to an-

fwer the Cavils of thofe Adverfarics to Truth 
and Morality, began to find out farther Expla- 
nations of this Doarine of the Trinity, by 
Rules of Philofophy which have multiplied 
Controverfies to luch a Degree, as to beget 
Scruples that have perplexed the Minds of ma- 
ny fober Chriftians, who otherwifc could never 
have entertained them. 

I muft therefore be fo bold to affirm, that 
the Method taken by many of thofe learned 
Men to defend the Doarine of the Trinity, 
hath been founded upon a Miftake. 

It muft be allowed, that every Man is bound ' 
to follow the Rules and Direfttonsofthat Mea- 
fure of Reafon which God hath given him J 
and indeed he cannot do otherwife if he will be 
fincere, or aft like a Man. For inftance : If I 
fhould be commanded by an Angel from Hea- 
ven to believe it is Midnight at Noon- day i yet 
I could not believe him. So if I were direftly 
told in Scripture that Three are One, and One 
is Three, I could not conceive or believe it in 
the natural common Senfe of that Expreflion, 
but muft fuppofe that fomething dark or myfti- 
cal was meant, which it pleafed God to conceal 
from me and from all the World. Thus in the 
Text, There are Three that bear Record, &rc; . x 
Am I capable of knowing and defining what 
Union and what Diftin&ion there may be in 
the Divine Nature ? which poflibly may be hid 
from the Angels themfelves. Again, % lee it 
plainly declared in Scripture that there is but 
one God j and yet I find our Saviour claiming 

, "the

the Prerogative of God in knowing Men's 
Thoughts j in faying He arid his Father are 
$ne j and, Before Abraham was, I am. I read, 
that the Diiciples worfhiped him : That 
Thomas faid to Kim, My Lord and my God : And 
Saint John, Chap, i It, In the Beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God* I read likewife that the 
Holy Ghoft bellowed the Gift of Tongues, and 
the Power of working Miracles, which, if 
rightly confidered, is as great a Miracle as any, 
that a Number of illiterate Men fhouldof a fud- 
den be qualified to fpeak all the Languages 
then known in the World, fuch as could be 
done by the Infpiration of God alone. From 
thefe feveral Texts it is plain that God com- 
mands us to believe there is an Union, and 
there is a Diftin&ion ; but what that Union, or 
what that Diftinftion is, all Mankind are 
equally ignorant, and muft continue fo, at 
leaft till the Day of Judgment, without fome 
new Revelation. 

But becaufe I cannot conceive the Nature of 
this Union and Diftin&ion in the Divine Na- 
ture, am I therefore to rejeft them as abfurd 
and impofliMe, as I would if any one told me 
that three Men are one, and one Man is three ? 
We are told, that a Man and his Wife are one 
Flefh ; this I can comprehend the Meaning of ; 
yet, literally taken, it is a Thing impoffiblc. 
But the Apoftle tell us, We fee but in fart, and 
we know but in fart ; and yefrwe would com- 

B 3 » ^ prehend 
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prehend all the fecret Ways and Wakings of 
God. * 

Therefore I fliall again repeat the Do&rine 
of the Trinity, as it is pofitively affirmed in 
Scripture : That God is there exprefled in three 
different Names, as Father, as Son, and as 
Holy Ghoft j that each of thefe is God, and 
that there is but one God. But this Union 
and Diftinftion are a Myftery utterly unknown 
to Mankind. 

This is enough for any good Chriftian to be- 
lieve on this great Article, without ever in- 
quiring any farther. And this can be contrary 
to no Man's Reafon, although the Knowledge 
of it is hid from him. 

But there is another Difficulty of great Im- 
portance among thofe who quarrel with the 
Do&rine of the Trinity, as well as with feve- 
ral other Articles of Chriftianity ; which is, 
that our Religion abounds in Myfteries, and 
thefe they are fo bold to revile as Cant, Impo- 
fture, and Prieft-ciaft. It is impoffible for us 
to determine for what Rcafons God thought fit 
to communicate fome Things to us in part, and 
leave fome part a Myftery. But ib it is in 
Fail, and fo the Holy Scriptures tell us in fe- 
ver aj Places. Forlnftance: The Refurre&ion 
and Change of our Bodies are called Myfteries 
by Saint Paul\ our Saviour's Incarnation i&* 
another : The Kingdom of God is called a 
Myftery by our Saviour, to be on!y k: own to 
his Difciples ; fg is Faith and the Word of 
God by Saint Pml : I omit many ah rs. So 

that"

that to declare againft #11 Myfteries vtfithou* 
Diftin&ion or Exception, is to declare, againft 
the whole Tenor of the New Teftament. 

There are two Conditions that may bring a 
Myftery under Sufpicion. Firft, when it is not 
taught and commanded in Holy Writ 5 or 
fecondly, when the Myftery turns to the Ad- 
vantage of thofe who preach it to others. .Now, 
as to the firft> it can never be laid, that we 
preach Myfteries without Warrant from Holy 
Scripture, although I confefs this of the Tri- 
nity may have fometimes been explained by hu- 
man Invention, which might perhaps better 
have been fpated. As to the lecond, it will 
not be poflible to charge the Proteflant Priefl> 
hood with propofing any temporal Advantage 
to themfelves by broaching, or multiplying, or 
preaching of Myfteries. Does this Myftery 
of the Trinity, for Inftance, and the Defcent of 
the Holy Ghoft, bring the leaft Profit or Power 
to the Preachers ? No; it is as great a Myftery 
to themfelves as it is to the meaneft of their 
Hearers 5 and may be rather a Caule of Humi- 
liation, by patting their Underftandtng in that 
Point upon a Level with the moft ignorant of 
their Flock. It is true indeed, the Roman 
Church hath very much enriched herfelf by 
trading in Myfteries, for which they have not 
the leaft Authority from Scripture, and were 
fitted only to advance their own temporal 
Wealth and Grandeur ; fuch as TrcuifubJIan/ia- 
tio?/ 9 Worjhlping of Images^ Indulgences for 
Sins, Purgatory , and Mojjes for the Dcad\ 

with 
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with many more. But it is the perpetual Ta- 
lent of thofe who have 111- Will to our Church, 
or a Contempt for all Religion, taken up by 
the Wickednels of their Lives, to charge us 
with the Errors and Corruptions of Popery, 
which all Proteftants have thrown off near two 
hundred Years i Whereas thofe Myfteries held 
l>y us have no Profpeft of Power, Pomp, or 
Wealth, but have been ever maintained by the 
imiverfal Body of true Believers from the Days 
of the Apoftles, and will be fo to the Rcfurrec- 
tion 5 neither will the Gates of Hell prevail 
againftthem. V 

It may be thought perhaps a ftrange thing 
that God fhotild require us to believe Myfteries, 
while the Reafon or Manner of what we are to 
believe is above our Comprehenfion, and wholly 
concealed from us : neither doth it appear at firft 
fight, that the believing or not believing them 
doth concern either the Glory of God, or con- 
tribute to the Goodnefs or Wickednefs of out 
Lives. But this is a great and dangerous Mif- 
take. We fee what a mighty Weight is laid 
upon Faith, both in the Old and New Tefta- 
ment. In the former we read how the Faith 
of Abraham is praifed, who could believe that 
God would raife from him a great Nation, at 
the very fame time that he was commanded to 
facrifice his only Son, and defpaired of any other 
Iflue. And this was to him a great Myftery. 
Our Saviour is perpetually preaching Faith to 
his Difciples, or reproaching them with the 
Want of it j and Saint Paul produceth nu- 
merous 
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merous Examples of the Wonders done hy 
Faith* And all this is highly reafonable 5 fori 
Faith is an entire Dependence upon the Truth, 
the Power, the Juftice, and the Mercy of God j 
Which Dependence will certainly incline us to 
obey him in all things. So that the great Ex- 
cellency of Faith Con lifts in the Confequence 
it hath upon our A&ions: As, if we depend 
upon the Truth and Wifdohi of a Man, we 
(hall certainly be more difpofed to follow his 
Advice. Therefore, let no Man think that 
lie can lead as good a Moral Life without 
Faith, as with it ; for this Rfeafon, Becaufefie 
who has no Faith, cannot, by the Strength of 
his own Reafon or Endeavours, fo eafily refcft 
Temptations, as the other who depends upon 
God*s Affiftance in the overcoming his Frail- 
ties, and is fure to be rewarded for ever in Hea- 
ven for his Viflory over them. Faith, fays the 
Apoftle, is the Evidence of Things not fccn: 
He means, that Faith is a Virtue by which any 
thing commanded us by God to believe, ap- 
pears evident and certain to us, although we 
do not fee, nor can conceive it 5 becaufe, by 
Faith we entirely depend upon the Truth and 
Power of God. - ; \ * 

It is an old and trueDiftin&ion, that Things 
may be above our Reafon without being con- 
trary to it. Of this Kind are the Power," the 
Nature, and the univerfal Prefence of God, 
with innumerable other Points. How little do 
thofe who quarrel with Mylteries, know of the 

commeneft Aftions of Nature ? The Growth 

of 
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of an Animal, of a Plant, or of the fmalleft 
Seed, is a Myftery to the wifeft among Men # 
If an ignorant Perfon were told that a Load- 
ftone would draw Iron at a Diftance, he might 
fay it was a Thing contraiy to his Reafon, and 
could not believe before he law it with his 
Eves. 

*The Manner vchereby the Soul and Body are 
united, and how they are diftinguifheci, is 
wholly unaccountable to us. We fee but one 
Part, and yet we know we confift of two ; and 
this is a Myftery we cannot comprehend, any 
more* than that of the Trinity, 

From ^hat hath been faid, it is manifeft, 
that God did never command us to believe, nor 
his Minifters to preach, any Doftrine which is 
contrary to the Reafon he hath pleafed to en- 
dow us with } but for his own wife Ends has 
thought fit to conceal from us the Nature of 
the Thing he commands j thereby to try our 
Faith and Obedience, and encreafe our De- 
pendence upon him. ^^i^^^^?fe^r>s« /. 
It is highly probable, that if God lhould 
r pleafe to reveal unto us this great Myftery of 
the Trinity, or fome other Myfteries in our 
Holy Religion, we (hould not be able to under- 
ftand them, unlefs he would at the fame time 
think fit to beftow on us fome new Powers or 
Faculties of the Mind, which we want at pre- 
fcnt, and are relerved till the Day of Refur- 
reftion to Life eternal. For novo, as the Apo- 
ftle fays, we fee through a Glafs darkly, but 
then Face fo Face. * 

Thus 
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Thus, we fee, the Matter is brought to this 
Iflue j we muft either believe what God direft- 
ly commands us in Holy Scripture, or we muft 
wholly rejeft the Scripture, and the Chriftian 
Religion which we pretend to profefs: But this, 
I hope, is too defperate a Step for any of us 
to make* 

1 have already obferved, that thofe who 
preach up the Belief of the Trinity, or of any 
other Myftery, cannot propol'e any Temporal 
Advantage to themielves by lo doing. But 
this is not the Cafe of thofe who oppoi'e thefe 
Doctrines. Do they lead better moral Lives 
than a good Chriftian ? Are they more juft in 
their Dealings ? more chafte, or temperate, or 
charitable ? Nothing at all of this ; but on the 
contrary, their Intent is to overthrow all Re- 
ligion, that they may gratify their Vices with- 
out any Reproach from the World, cr their 
own Conference ; and are zealous to bring over 
as many others as they can to their own Opi- 
nions ; becaufe it is fomc kind of imaginary 
Comfort to have a Multitude on their Side. 

There is no Miracle mentioned in Holy 
Writ, which, *if it were ftrittly examined, i* 
not as much contrary to cemmon Reafon, and 
as much a Myftery as this Doflrine of the Tri- 
nity ; and therefore we may with equal Juftice 
deny the Truth of them all. For Inltance : It 
is againft the Laws of Nature, that a Human 
Body fhoiild be able to walk upon the Water, 
as Saint Pc'ftr is recorded to have done ; or 

that a dead Carcaie ihould be railed from the 

Grave 
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Grave after three Days, when it began to cor-, 
rupt ; which thofe who underftand Anatomy 
will pronounce to be impoflible by the common 
Rules of Nature and Reafon. Yet thefe Mi- 
racles, and many others, are pofitively affirm- 
ed in theGofpel-, and thefe we mu ft believe^ 
or oive up our Holy Religion to Atheifts and 
Inhdels. 

. r a. V * * 

I (hall now make a few Inferences and Ob- 
fer vat ions from what hath been faid. 

Firjl, It would be well if People would not 
lay fo much Weight on their own Reafon in 
Matters of Religion, as to think every thing 
impoflible and abfurd which they cannot con- 
ceive. How often do we contradict the right 
Rules of Reafon in the whole Courfe of our 
Lives ? Reafon itfelf is true and juft, but the 
Reafon of every' particular Man is weak and 
wavering, perpetually fway\l and turn'd by his 
Interefts, his Paflions, and his Vices. Let any 
Man but confider, when he hath a Controverfy 
with another, though his Caufe be ever fo un- 

i'uft, though the whole World Hfe againlt him, • 
\ow blinded he is by the Love of himfelf, to 
believe that Right is Wrong, and Wrong is 
Right, when it makes for his own Advantage. 
Where is then the right Ufe of his Reafon 
which he fo much boafts of, and which he 
would blafphemoufly fet up to controul the 

Commands of the Almighty, ? 

♦

• « 
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Secondly y When Men are tempted to deny 
* the Myfteries of Religion, let them examine 
and f?arch into their own Hearts, whether they 
,„ have not fome favourite Sin which is of their 
Party in thisDifpute, and which is equally con- 
trary to other Commands of GodintheGoi- 
pel. For, why do Men love Darknefs rather 
than Light \ The Scripture tells* us, Becaufe 
their Deeds are ewl$ and there can be no other 
Reafon afligned. Therefore when Men are 
curious and inquifitive to difcover fome weak 
1 Sides in Chriftianity, and inclined to favour 
every thing that is offered to its Difadvantage, 
, it is plain they wifh it were not true, and thofe 
Wifhes can proceed from nothing but an evil 
Con(cience ; becaufe, if there be Truth in our 
Religion, their Condition muft be miferable. 

And therefore, Thirdly, Men (hould confi- 
dfer, that railing Difficulties concerning the 
Myfteries in Religion, cannot make them more 
wile, learned, or virtuous ; better Neighbours, 
or Friends, or more ferviceablc to their Coun- 
try ; but, whatever they pretend, will deftroy 
their inward Peace 01 Mind, by perpetual 
Poubts and Fears arifing in their Breads. And 
God forbid, we fhould ever fee the Times fo 
bad, when dangerous Opinions in Religion 
*rill be a Means to get Favour and Preferment f 
although even in fuch a Cafe it would be anjlt 
Traffick, to gain the World, and lofe our 
own Souk. So that upon the whole it will be 
impolfible to find any real Ufe towards a vir-

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tuous or happy Life, by denying the Myfteri'es 

of the Golpel,

Fourthly, Thofe ftrong Unbelievers, who ex-p 
peft that all Myfteries fliould be fquared and 
fitted to their own Reafon might have fome- 
what to fay for themlelves,- if they could fatisfyr 
the general Reafon of Mankind in their Opi- 
nions; but herein they are mifera&ly defe&ive, 
?bfurd, and ridiculous j they ttrain at a Gnat, 
and fwallow a Camel ; they can believe that 
the World was made by Chance ; that God 
doth not concern himfelf with Things below, 
will neither punifh Vice, nor reward Virtue j 
that Religion was invented by cunning Men to 
keep the World in awe j with many other Opi- 
nions equally falle and deteftable, againft ths 
common Light of Nature as well as Reafon ; 
againft the univerfal Sentiments of all civilized 
Nations, and offenfivp to the Ears even of a 
fober Heathen. 

La/ifyy Since the World abounds with pefti- 
lent Books particularly written againft this 
Do&rine of the Trinity \ it is fit to inform you, 
\: that the Authors of them proceed wholly upon 
aMittake : They would fhew. how impoflible 
it is that Three can be One, and Cr.e can hp 
Three: Whereas the Scripture faith no fuch 
Thing, at leaft in that Manner they would * 
make it : But only that there is A me kind of 
Unity and Dijfm&ion in the Divine Nature, 
which Mankind cannot potf bly ccmpehend j

'Thus the whole Do&rine- is fliort and plain* 
and in itfelf uncapableof any Controverfy \ fince 
God himfelf hath pronounced the Fa£t, but 
wholly concealed the Manner. And therefore 
many Divines who thought fit to anlwer thofe. x 
wicked Books, have been miftaken too, by an- 
fwer ing Fools in their Folly ; and endeavouring 
to explain a Myftery which God intended to 
keep fecret from us. And as I would exhort 
all Men to avoid reading thofe wicked Books 
written againft this Doctrine, as dangerous and 
pernicious j fo I think they may omit the An* 
fwers, as unneceffary. This I confefs will 
probably affeft but few or none among the Ge- 
nerality of our Congregations, who do not much 
trouble themfelves with Books, at leaft of this 
kind. However, many who do not read them- 
felves, are feduced by others that do ; and thus 
become Unbelievers upon Truft and at fecond 
hand 5 and this is too frequent a Cafe : For 
which Reafon I have endeavoured to put this 
Do&rine upon a fhort and fure Foot, levelled 
to the meaneft Underftanding $ by which we 
may, as the Apoftle dire&s, be ready always to 
give an Anfwer to every Man that aflceth us a 
Reafon of the Hope that is in us, with Meck- 
nefs and Fean . 

« 

And thus I have done with my Subjeft, 
which probably I fhould not have chofen, if I 
had not been invited to it by the Occafion of 
ihis Seafon, appointed on purpofe to celebrate 
the Myfteries of the Trinity, and the Defcent 
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of the Holy Ghoft, wherein we pray to be kejn 
ftedfart in this Faith \ and what this Faith is I 
have (hewn you in the plaineft manner I could* 
For upon the whole, it is no more than this : 
God commands us, by our Dependence upon 
his Truth and his holy Word, to believe a Faft 
that we do not underftand. And this is no 
more than what we do every Day in the Works 
of Nature, upon the Credit of Men of Learn* 
ins. Without Faith we can do no Works ac- 
ceptable to God 3 for if they proceed from any 
other Principle, they will not advance our Sal- 
vation ; and this Faith, as I have explained it, 
we may acquire without giving up our Senfes, 
or contradicting our Reafon. May God of his 
infinite Mercy infpire us with true Faith ia 
every Article and Myftery of our Holy Reli- 
gion, fo as to difpofe us to do what is pleafing 
in his Sight ; and this we pray through Jefus 
Chrift, to whom, with the Father and the Holy 
Ghoft, the myfterious incomprehenfible One 
God, be all Honour and Glory now and for 
evermore. Amen.

f-^.HE Apoftle having in many Parts of 

X* this Epiftle given Dire&ions to Chrif- 
tiaos concerning the Duty of Sub* 
* je6tion or Obedience to Superiors j 
in" the feveral Inftances of the Subjeft to 
the Prince, the Child to his Parent, the Ser- 
vant to his Msfter, the Wife to her Hulband, 
and thcYounger, to the Elder, doth here in the 
Words of my Text, fumm up the Whole, by 
advancing aPoint of Doftrine,which atfirftmay 
appear a little extraordinary ; Yea, all of. you 9 
faith he, be fubjeSI one to another. For it fhould 
ieein, that two Perfons cannot properly be faia 
to be Iubje£i to each other, and that Subjection 
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is onl> due from Inferiors to thole above thems 
Yet Saint/W hath i'everal Pafifages to the Tame 
Purpofe. For he exhorts the Romans f, in Ho- 
nour to prefer one another \ and the Philip- 
pians §, that in Lonvlinefs oj Mind they Jbould let 
each ejleem other better than themjel-ves ; and 
the Epkejians *, that they fhould Jitbmit them- 
felves one to anctktr in the Fear of the Lord. 
Here we find thefe two great Apoftles recom- 
mending to all Chnftians this Duty of mutual 
Subjection. For we may obferve by St. Peter t 
that having mentioned the leveral Relations 
which Men bear to each other, as Governor 
and Subjea, Mailer and Servant, and the reft? 
which I have already repeated, he makes no 
Exception, but fumms up the whole with com? 
manding All to befubjeB one to another. From 
whence we may conclude, that this Subjefhon 
due from all Men to all Men, is fomething more 
than the Compliment of Courle, when our 
Betters are pleafed to tell us they are our 
humble Servants, but underftand us to be their 

Slaves. • 

I know very well , that fome of thofe who 

explain this Text, apply it to Humility, to the 
Duties of Charity, to private Exhortations, 
and to bearing with each other's Infirmities ? 
and it is probable the A pottle may have had 
a Regard to all thefe. But however, many 
learned Men agiee, that there is femcthmg 
more undcrftood, and fo the Words in their 

plain 
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plain natural Meaning mull import \ a3 you 
will obferve yourfclvcs, if you read them with 
the beginning of the Verie, which is thus ; 
Likeuuifeye Younger fubmit your/elves unto the 
Elder 5 yea 9 all of you be fubjefl one to another. 
So that upon the whole there muft be Jbme 
kind of SubjeQiondue from every Man to every 
Man, which cannot be made void by any 
Power, Preeminence, or Authority whatsoever. 
Now what lbrt of Subje&ion this is, and how 
it ought to be paid, (hall be the Subjefl of 
my pre fen t Difcourfe, 

As God hath contrived all the Works of 
Nature to be ufeful, and in fome manner a 
Support to each other, by which the whole 
Frame of the World under his Providence is 
pveferved and kept up; lb, among Mankind, 
our particular Stations are appointed to each 
of us by God Almighty, wherein we are oblig- 
ed to aft, as far as our Power reacheth, to- 
wards the Good of the whole Community. 
And he who doth not perform that Part aflTign* 
ed him, toward? advancing the Benefit of the 
Whole, in proportion to his* Opportunities and 
Abilities, i > not only an uiclefs, but a very mif- 
chit'vous Member of the Publick : Bccaulc he 
takes his Share of the Profit, and yet leaves his 
Share of the Burden to be born by others, 
which is the true principal Caufe of moft Mi- 
feries and Misfortunes in Life. For, a wife 
Man who does not alfift with his Counfels, a 
great Man with his Prote&ion, a rich Man 
-': i/. r ' . ? ' ' ; v ^.; • • * , with 
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with his Bouuty and Chanty, and a poor Man 
with his Labour, are perfeft Nuiances in a 
Commonwealth. Neither is any Condition of 
Lif e more honourable in the Sight of God than 
another ; otherwile he would be a Relpefter of 
Perfons, which he aflurc* us he is not : Fdt 
he hath propofed the lameSalvation to all Men, 
and hath only placed them in different Ways 
or Stations to work it cut. Princes are born 
with no more Advantages of Strength or 
Wildcm than other Men $ and by an unhappy 
Education, are ulually more defeSiive in both 
than thoufands of their Subjefts. They de- 
pend for every Necefiary of Life upon the 
meaneit of their People : Behdes, Obedience 
and Subjeftion were never enjoined by God to 
humour the Paffions, Lulls, and Vanities of 
thoie who demand them frcm us 3 but we arc 
commanded to obey our Governors, becaufe 
Difobedience would breed Seditions in the 
State. Thus Servants are directed io 
obey their Mailers, Children their Parents, 
and Wives their II u (bands 5 not from 
any Refpeft of Perfons in God, but 
caufe otherwife there would be nothing but 
Confufion in private Families. This Matter 
will be clearly explained, by conquering the 
Comparifon which St* Paul makes between the 
Church of Chrift and the Body of Man : f or 
the fame Reiemblance will hold, net only to 
Families and Kingdoms, but the whole Corpo- 
ration 
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ration of Mankind. § The Eye, faith he, 
cannot fay unto the Handy I ba*ve no need of 
thee \ nor again tbe Hand to the Foot, I basve no 
need qf thee. Nay, much more, thofe Members 
Body which feem to be more feeble, are 
Tory : And whether one Member fuffer, all 
tbe Members fuffer with it ; or one Member be 
honoured^ all the Members rejoice with it. The 
Cafe is dirc&ly the fame among Mankind* 
The Prince cannot fay to the Merchant, I have 
Ho need of thee ; nor the Merchant to the La- 
bourer, I have no need of thee. Nay, much 
more thofe Members, &c. For the Poor are 
generally more neceiTary Members of the Com- 
monwealth than the Rich. Which cleanly 
(hews, that God never intended fnch Pofleffions 
for the Sake and Service of thofe to whom he 
lends them : But becaufe he hath affighed every 
Man his particular Station to be ufeful in Life, 
and this: for the Rcafon given by the Apoftltf, 
that there may be no Schifm in the Body, r ^ u 
From hence may partly be gather'd the Na- 
ture of that Subjeftion which we all owe to 
one another*; God Almignty hatlvbeen plead- 
ed to put us into an imperreft State, where we 
have perpetual Occafion of each other's Affift- 
ance. There is none fo low, as not to be in 
a Capacity of affifting the Higheft, nor lb 
high, as not to want the Afliltance of the

It plainly appears from what hath been fairf* 

that no one human Creature is more worthy 

than 

§ iCor. xii. ai t zz, zG% * 
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than another in the Sight of God, farther than 
according to the Gocdnefs or Holinefs of their 
Lives ; and that Power, Wealth, and the like , 
outward Advantages, are fo far from being the j 
Marks of God's approving or preferring thofe 
on whom they are beftowed, that, on the dbn- 
trary, he is pieafed to fuffer them to be almoft 
cngroiTed by thofe who have leali Title to his 
Favour. Now according to this Equality where- 
in God hath placed all Mankind with relation 
to himfelf, you will obferve, that in all the Re- 
lations between Man and Man, there is a mu- 
tual Dependence, whereby the one cannot fub- 
fift without the other. Thus, no Man can be 
a Prince without Subjects, nor a Mafter with* 
out Servants, nor a Father without Children. 
And this both explains and confirms the Doc- 
trine of the Text : For, where there is a mu* 
tual Dependence, there muft be a mutual Duty, 
and confequently a mutual Subjeftion. For In- 
ftance, the Subject mult obey his Prince, be- 
caufe God commands it, human Laws require 
it, and the Safety of the Publick makes it 
neceffary. (For 4he fame Reafons we muft 
obey all that are in Authority, andfubmit otir- \ 
felves not only to the Good and Gentle, but 
alfo to the Froward, whether they rule accord- 
ing to our Liking or no.) On the other Side, 
in thole Countries that pretend to Freedom, 
Princes are fubjeft to thole Laws which their 
People have choien ; they are bound to prote£fc 
their Subjefts in Liberty, Property, and Reli- 
gion, to receive their Petitions, and redrefs 

their 
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their Grievances: So that the beft Prince is, in 
the Opinion of wife Men, only the greateft 
Servant of the Nation 5 not only a Servant to 
the Publick in general, but in fome fort to every 
Man in it* In the like maner, a Servant owes 
Obedience, and Diligence, and Faithfulnefs to 
his Mafter, from whom at the fame time he 
hath a juft Demand for Protection , and Main- 
tenance, and gentle Treatment. Nay, even 
the poor Beggar hath a juft Demand of an 
Alms from the Rich Man, who is guilty of 
Fraud, Inj'iftice and Oppreffion, if he does 
not afford Relief according to his Abilities. 

But this Subjeftion we all owe one another 
is no where more neceflfary, than in the com- 
mon Conventions of Life ; for without it 
there could be no Society among Men. If the 
Learned would not fometimes fubmit to the 
Ignorant, the Wife to the Simple, the Gentle 
to the Froward, the Old to the Weaknefles 
of the Young, there would be nothing but 
everlafting Variance in the World. This our 
Saviour him/elfronfirmed by his own Example ; 
for he appeared in the Form of a Servant, and 
wafhed his Difciples Feet, adding thofe memo- 
rable Words, Yc call me Lord and Majler, and 
ye fay ~juell> forfo I am. If I then, your Lord 
and Mafter) waft) your Feet, hoiv much more 
ought ye to nvajh one another^* Feet ? Under 
which Exprefiion of wafliing the Feet, is in- 
cluded all that Subjection, Affiftance, Love, 
and Duty, which every good Chriftian ought 

to pay his Brother, in whatever Station God 

• hath 
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hath placed him. For the greateft Prince and 
meanefi Slave are not by infinite Degrees 
> diitant, as our Saviour and thofe Difciples 
wjbofe Feet he vouchfafed to wafti. 

And although this Do&rine of fvbjeSing 
oui'felves to one another may feem to grate upon 
the Pride and Vanity of Mankind, and may 
therefore be hard to be digefted by thole who 
value themfelvcs upon their Greatnefs or their 
Wealth ; yet it is really no more than what 
moft Men pra&ife upon o$i$r Occafions. For 
if our Neighbour who is our Inferior - comes to 
fee us, we rife to receive him, we place him 
above us, and refpeft: him as if he were better 
than ourfelves 5 and this is thought both decent 
and neceflary, and is ufualiy called good Man- 
ners. Now the Duty inequired by the Apoftle, 
is, only that we (hould enlarge our Minds, 
and 'that what we thus pra&ife in the common 
Courfe of Life, we< Ihould imitate in ail our 
Aftions and Proceedings whatfoever^ fmce 
our Saviour tells us, that every Man is our 
Neighbour, and fince we* ai'e^fo ready in the 
Point of Civility, to yield to others in our own 
Houfes, where only we have any Title to 



-* Having thus fhewn you what fort of Sub- 
jection it is, which all Men owe one another, 
and in what Manner it ought to be paid, I 
lhall now draw fome Qbfervations from what 
hath been faid. 

* And 
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Artd Frrfl ; A thorough PrafKce of this Duty 
of fubje£ting ourfelves to the Wants and In- 
firmities of each other, would utterly extin- 
guifh in us the Vice of Pride. For, if God 
has pleafcd to entruft me with a Talent, not fo r 
my own Sake, but for the Service of others 
and at the fame time hath left me full of Wants 
and Necefiities which others muft fupply ; J 
can then have no Caufe to fetany extraordina- 
ry Value upon myfelf, or to defpife my Bro- 
ther, 'becaufe he hath not the lame Talents 
which were lent to me. His Being may pro- 
bably be as ufeful to the Publick as mine, and 
therefore, by the Rules of right Reafon, I am 

in no fort preferable to him. 

> 

Secdndlj ; 'Tis very manifeft from what has 
been faid, that no Man ought to look upon the 
Advantages of Life, fuch as Riches, Honour, 
Power, and the like, as his Property, but 
roecrly as a Truft, which God hath depofited 
with him, to be employed for the Ufe of his 
Brethren ; and God will certainly punilh the 
Breach of that Truft, though the Laws of 
Man will not, or rather indeed cannot ; be- 
caufe the Truft was conferred only by God, 
who has not- left it to any Power on Earth to 
decide infallibly, whether a Man makes a 
good Ufe of his Talents or no, or to punifh 
Rim where he f ails. And therefore God leems 
to have more particularly taken this Matter 

Vol. y# "iota 
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into his own Hands. and will molt certainly re- 
ward or punifh us in proportion to our good or 
ill Performance in it. Mow, altho' the Advan- 
tages which one Man pofiefleth more than ano- 
ther, may in fome Scflfe he called his Property 
with refpeft to other Men, yet with refpeft 
to God they arc, as I faid, only a Truft. 
Which will plainly appear from hence. If 
a Man does not ufe thofe Advantages to the 
Good of the Publick, or the Benefit of his 
Neighbour, it is certain he doth not deferve 
them, and confequently that Godnever inton- 
ed them for a BleiTwg to him ; and on the other 
Side, whoever does employ his Talents as he 
ought, wiii find by his own Experience, that 
they were chiefly lent him for the Service pf 
others ; for to the Service of others he will 
certainly employ them. 

Thirdly ; If we could all be brought to 
pra61ife this Duty of fubje&ing ourfelves to each 
other, it would very much contribute to the 
general Happinefs of Mankind : for this would v 
. root out Envy and Malice from the Heart of 
Man 5 becaufe you cannot envy your Neigh- 
bour's Strength, if he make ule of it to defend 
your Life, or carry your Burden j you cannot 
envy his Wifdom, if he gives you good Coun- 
sel ; nor his Riches, if he fupplies you in your 
Wants ; nor his Greatnefs, if he employs it 
to your Proteflion, The Miferies of Life are 
not properly owing to the unequal Diftribution 
of Things 5 but God Almighty, the great 

King 
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King of Heaven, is treated like the Kings of 
the Earth, who although perhaps intending 
well themfelves, have often moft abominable. 
Minifters and Stewards, and thole generally 
the vileft, to whom they entruft the moft Ta- 
lents. But here is the Difference, that the 
Princes of this World fee by other Men's 
Eyes, but God fees all Tilings $ and therefore 
whenever he permits his Bleflings to be dealt 
among thofe who are unworthy, we may cer- 
tainly conclude, that he intends them only 
as a Punifhment to an evil World, as well as to 
the Owners. It were well if thofe would con- 
fider this, whofe Riches ferve them only as a 
Spur to Avarice, or as an Mtrument to their 
Lufts ; whofe Wifdom is only of this World, 
to put falfe Colours upon Things, to call 
Good Evil, and Evil God, againft the Con- 
viftion of their own Confciences ; and laftly, % 
who employ their Power and Favour in A£ts 
of Oppreffion or Injuftice, in mifreprefenting 
Perfons and Things, or in countenancing the 
Wicked to the Ruin of the Innocent. 

Fourthly ; The Praftice of this Duty of be- 
ing fubjefl to one another, would make us reft 
contented in the feveral Stations of Life where- 
in God hath thought fit to place us ; becaufe 
it would, in the beft arid eafieft manner, bring 
us back as it were to that early State of the 
Gofp*l when Chriftians had all things in com- 
mon. For if the Poor found the Rich diipoled 
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to fupply their Wants ; if the Ignorant found 
the Wife ready to inftruft and direft them ; 
or if the Weak might always find Proteftion 
from the Mighty ; they could none of them 
with the leaft Pretence of Juftice lament their 
own Condition, 

From all that hatlnbeen hitherto faid, it ap- 
pears, that great Abilities of any fort, when 
they are employed as God direct?, do but make 
the Owners of them greater and more painful 
Servants to their Neighbour, and the Publick : 
However, we are by no means to conclude 
from hence, that they are not really Blef- 
fings, when they %re in the Hands of Good 
Men. For firft, what oan be a greater Honour 
than to be chofen one of the Stewards and 
Difpenfers of God's Bounty to Mankind ? 
What is there, that can give a generous 
Spirit more Pleafure andComplacency of Mind, 
than to confider, that he is an Inftrument of 
doing much Good ? that great Numbers owe 
to him, under God, their Subfiftence, their 
Safety, their Health, and the good Conduct of 
their Lives ? The wickedeft Man upon Earth 
lakes aPleafure in doing good to thofe he loves: 
and therefore furely a good Chrittian, who 
obeys our Saviour's Command of loving all 
Men, cannot but take Delight in doing good 
even to his Enemies. God, who gives all things 
to all Men, can receive nothing from *ny ? 
and thofe among Men ,who do the mod Good, 

and 
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and receive the feweft Returns, do molt refem- 
hie their Creator : For which reafon Saint 
Paul delivers it as a Saying of our Saviour, 
that it is more blcjfed to give than to receive* 
By this Rule, what muft become of thole 
Things which the World values as the greateft 
Bleflings, Riches, Power, and the like, when 
our Saviour plainly determines, that the beft 
way to make them Bleflings, it to part with 
them ? Therefore, although the Advantages 
which one Man hath over another, may be 
called Bleflings, yet they are by no means 
fo in the Senfe the World ufually underftands* 
Thus, for Example, great Riches are no Blef- 
fing in themfelves \ becaufe the poor Man with 
the common Neceffarics of Life enjoys more 
Health, and has fewer Cares without them : 
tlow then do they become Bleflings? No other- 
wife, than by employing them in feeding the 
Hungry, cloathing the Naked, rewarding 
worthy Men, and in fliort, doing Afls of Cha- 
rity and Generofity. Thus likewife, Power 
is no Blefling in itfelf, becaufe private Men 
bear lefs Envy, and Trouble, and Anguifh 
without it. But when it is employed to pro- 
tect the Innocent, to relieve the Oppreflld, 
and to punifli the Opprcflbr, then it becomes 
a great Blefling. And lb lafdy, even great 
Wiidom is hi the Opinion of Solomon not a 
Blefllng in itfelf: For in much Wifdom is 
much Sorrow ; and Men of common Un- 
di.rilar.dir.gc, if they ferve God, and mind their 
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Callings, make fewer Miltakes in the Con- 
duct , of Life than thofe who have better 
Heads. And yet Wifdom is a mighty Blef- 
fing when it is applied to good Purpoies, to in- 
ftruft the Ignorant, to be a faithful Counfellor 
either in publick or private, to be aDire&or to 
Youth, and to many other Ends needlefs here 
to mention. 

To conclude : God fent us into the World 
to obey his Commands, by doing as much 
Good as our Abilities will reach, and as little 
Evil as our many Infirmities will permit. Some 
he hath only trufted with one Talent, fome 
with five, nnd fome with ten. No Man is 
without his Talent-; and he that is faithful or 
negligent in a little, lhall be rewarded or pu- 
nifhed, as well as he that hath been lb in a 
great deal.

THERE is no Word more frequently 
in the Mouths of Men, than that of 
Cot:[cience y and the Meaning of it is in 
fome meaiure generally underftood: How* 
ever, becaufe it is likewife a Word extremely 
abufed by many People, who apply other 
Meanings to it, which God Almighty never 
intended ; I (hall explain it to you in the 
cleared Manner I am able. The WordCcw- 
fcience properly fignifies that Knowledge which 
a Man hath within himfelf of his own Thoughts 
and Aftions. And becaufe if a Man judgeth 
fairly of his own Anions by comparing them 
with the Law of God, his Mind will either 

approve or condemn him according as he hath 
« - done 
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dbne Good or Evil \ therefore this Knowledge 
or Confcience may properly be called both an 
Accufer and a Judge. So that whenever our 
Confcience accufeth us, we are certainly guilty; 
but we are not always innocent when it doth 
not accufe us: For very often, throtigh the 
Hardnefs of our Hearts, or the Fondnefs and 
Favour we bear to ourfelves, or through Ig- 
norance, or Negleft, we do not fiiffer our 
Confcience to take any Cognifance of feveral 
Sins we commit. There is another Office like- 
wife belonging to Confcience, which is that of 
being our Dire&or and Guide; and the wrong 
Ufe of this hath been the Occafion of more 
Evils under the Sun, than almoft all other 
Caufes put together. For, as Confcience is . 
nothing elfe but the Knowledge we have of 
what we are thinking and doing ; fo it can 
guide us no farther than that Knowledge reach- 
eth. And therefore God hath placed Con- 
fcience in us to be our Direflor only in thole 
Aftions which Scripture and Reafon plainly tell 
us to be goodror evil. But in Cafes too diffi- 
cult or doubtful for us to comprehend or deter- 
mine, there Confcience is not concerned \ be- 
caufe it cannot advife in what it doth not un- 
dej-ftand, nor decide where it is itfelf in doubt ': 
But by God's great Mercy, thofe difficult 
Points are never of abiblutc NecefTity to our 
Salvation. There is likewife another Evil, 
that Men often fay, a Thing is againft their 
Confcience, when really it is not. For ln- 
ltance : Afk any of thofe who differ from the 
Worfhip eftablifhed, why they do net come to 
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Church, they will fay, they diflike the Cere- 
monies, the Prayers, the Habits, and the like, 
and therefore it goes againft their Confcience : 
But they are miitaken, their Teacher hath put 
thofe Words into their Mouth : for a Man's 
Confcience can go no higher than his Know- 
ledge j and therefore till he has thoroughly ex* 
amined by Scripture, and the Pra6tice of the 
ancient Church, whether thofe Points are blame- 
able or no, his Confcience cannot pofTibly di- 
reft him to condemn them. Hence have likewife 
arifen thofe Miftakes about what is ufually call- 
ed Liberty of Confcience \ which, properly fpeak- 
ing, is no more than a Liberty of knowing our 
own Thoughts ; which Liberty no one can 
take from us. But thofe Words have ob- 
tained quite different Meanings : Liberty of 
Confcience is now- a- days not only understood 
to be the Liberty of believing what Men pleafe, 
but alfo of endeavouring to propagate that Be- 
lief as much as they can, and to overthrow the 
Faith which the Laws have already eftablifhed, 
aftd to be rewarded by the Publick for thofe 
wicked Endeavours : And this is the Liberty of 
Confcience which the Fanaticks are now openly 
in the Face of the World endeavouring at with 
their utmoit Application. At the fame time it 
cannot but be obferved, that thofe very Perfons, 
who under Pretence of a publick Spirit and 
Tendemefs towards their Chriftian Brethren,' 
are fo jealous for fuch a Liberty of Confcience 
3s this, are of all others the leaft tender tp 
thofe who differ from them in the ftnalleft Point * 
relating to Government j and I wifli I could 

pot 
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not fay, that the Majefty of the living God 
x may be offended with more Security than the 
Memory of a dead Prince. But the Wiidom 
of the W orld at prefent feems to agree with 
that of the Heathen Emperor, who faid, If 
the Gods were offended, it was their own 
Concern, arid they were able to vindicate 
themfelves. 

• But although Confcience hath been abufed 
to thofe wicked Purpofes which I have al- 
ready related, yet a due Regard to the Dire6K- 
ons it plainly gives us, as well as to its Accu- 
fations, Reproaches and Advices, would be of 
the greateft Ufe to Mankind, both for their 
prefent Welfare and future Happinefs. 

Therefore my Difcourle at this Time fliall be 
direfted to prove to you, that there is no folid, 
firm Foundation for Virtue, but on a Confci- 
ence which is guided by Religion. 

* In order to this, I f^all firlt Ihew you the 
Weaknefs and Uncertainty of two falfe Prin- 
ciples which many People* Set up in the Place 
Or Confcience, for a Guide to their Aftions. 
The firft of thefe Principles is, what the 

- World ufually calls Moral HdneJIy. There are 
fome People, who appear Very indifferent as t6 
Religion, and yet have the Repute of being 
juft and fair in their Dealings 5 and thefe are 
, generally known by the Charafter of goodMo- 
ral Men. But now if you look into the Grounds 
and the Motives of iiich a Man's A&ioils, you 

^ ftiall find them to be no other than his own 
Eafe and Intereft. For Example : You truft a 
✓ * moral 
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jnoral Man with your Money in the Way of 
Trade, you truft another with the Defence 
of your Caufe at Law, and perhaps they both 
deal jullly with you. Why? Not from any 
Regard they have for Juftice, but becaufe their 
Fortune depends upon their Credit, and a Stain 
of open publick Difhonefty muft be to their 
DiHiuvantage. But let it confift with fuch a 
Man's Intereft and Safety to wrong you, and 
then it will be impoflible you can have any 
Hold upon him; becaufe there is nothing left 
to give him a Check, or to put in the Balance 
againft his Profit/ For if he hath nothing to 
govern himtelf by but the Opinion of the World, 
as long as he can conceal his Injuftice from the 
World, he thinks he is fafe. > 

Befides, it is found by Experience, that thofe 
Men who fet up for Morality without regard 
to Religion, are generally but virtuous in part; 
they will be juft in their Dealings between Man 
and Man, but if they find themfelves difpofed 
to Pride, Luft, Intemperance, or Avarice, they 
do not think their Morality concerned to check 
them in any of thefe Vices; becaufe it is the 
n-eat Rule of fuch Men, that they may law- 
ully follow the Dictates of Nature, wherever 
their Safety, Health, and Fortune are not 
injured, bo that upon the whole, there is 
hardly one Vice which a meer moral Man 
may not upon lbme Occafions allow himfelf to 
pra&ife. 

The other falfe Principle, which fome Men 
fct up in the Place of Conference to be their 
* Dire&or 
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Director in Life, is, what thofe who pretend to 
it call, Ho?zcur* 

This Word is often made the Sanftion of an 
Oath ; it is reckoned a great Commendation to 
be a Man of ftrift Honour 5 and it is commonly 
■underftood, that a Man of Honour can never 
he guilty of a bafe Aftion. This is ufually 
the Stile of Military Men, of Perfons with 
Titles, and of others who pretend to Birth and 
Quality* "Tis true indeed, that in ancient 
Times it was univerfally underftood, that Ho- 
nour was the Reward of Virtue ; but if luch 
Honour as is now-a-days going will not per- 
mit a Man to do a bafe Action, it muft be al- 
lowed, there are very few fuch Things as bafe 
Anions in Nature. No Man of Honour, as 
that Word is ufually underftood, did ever pre- 
tend that his Honour obliged him to be chafte 
or temperate, to pay his Creditors, tobeufeful 
to his Country, tc^do good to Mankind, to en- 
deavour to be wife or learned, to regard his 
Word, his Promife, or his Oath } or if he 
liath any of thefe Virtues, they were never 
learned in the Catechifm of Honour, which 
contains but two Precepts, the punfhial Pay- 
ment of Debts contra&ed at Play, and the right 
tinderftanding the feveral Degrees of an Af- 
front, in order to revenge it by the Death of an 
Adverfary. 

But iuppofe this Principle of Honour, w'uch 
•feme Men fo much boaft of, did really produce 
more Virtues than it ever pretended to j yet 
iince the very Being of that Honour dependeth 

upon

upon the Breath, the Opinion, or the Fancy 
of the People, the Virtues derived from it 
could be of no long or certain Duration. For 
Example : Suppofe a Man from a Principle of 
Honour mould refolve to be juft, or chafte, or 
temperate, and yet the cenfuring World mould 
take a Humour of refufmg him thofe Charac- 
ters, he would then think the Obligation at an 
End. Or on the other Side, if he thought he 
could gain Honour by the falfeft and vileft 
Aftion (which is a Cafe that very often hap- 
pens,) he would then make no Scruple to per- 
form it. And God knows, it would be an un- 
happy State, to have the Religion, the Liberty, 
or the Property of a People lodged in fuch 
Hands, which however hath been too often the 
Cafe. 

What I have faid upon this Principle of Ho- 
nour may perhaps be thought of fmall Con- 
cernment to moft of you who are my Hearers : 
However, a Caution was not altogether un- 
neceflary ; fince there is nothing by which not 
only the Vulgar, but the honelr Tradefman 
hath been fo much deceived, as this infamous 
Pretence to Honour in too many of their Bet- 
ters. 

Having thus fhewn you the Weaknefs and 
Uncertainty of thofe Principles which feme 
Men fet up in the Place of Confcience to di- 
reft them m their Actions, I fliall now endea- 
vour to prove to you that there is no folid, firm

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Foundation of Virtue, but in a Confcience di« 
refted by the Principles of Religion. 

There is no way of judging how far we may 
depend upon the Actions of Men, otherwise 
than by knowing the Motives, and Grounds, 
and Catifes of them ; and if the Motives of 
our Aflions be not refolved and determined 
into the Law of God, they will be precarious 
and uncertain, and liable to perpetual Changes, 
I will (hew you what I mean, by an Example : 
Suppofe a Man thinks it his Duty to obey his 
Parents, becaufe Reafon tells him fo, becaufe 
he is obliged by Gratitude, and becaufe the 
Laws of his Country command him to do fo : 
If he ftops here, his Parents can have no laft- 
ing Security ; for an Occafion may happen, 
wherein it may be extremely his Intereft to be 
difobedient, and where the Laws of the Land 
can lay no hold upon him : Therefore before 
fuch a Man can faiely be trufted, he muft pro- 
ceed farther, and confider, that his Reafon is 
e Gift of God 5 that God commanded him 
to be obedient to the Laws, and did moreover 
in a particular manner enjoin him to be duti- 
ful to his Parents 5 after which, if he lays due 
Weight upon thofe Confiderations, he will pro- 
bably continue in his Duty to the End of his 
Life : Becaule no earthly Intereft can ever come 
in Competition to balance the Danger of offend- 
ing his Creator, or the Happinei's of pleafing 
Jiim. And of all this his Confcience will cer- 
tainly inform him, if he hath any Regard to

Secondly ; Fear and Hope are the two great- 
eft natural Motives of all Men's Aftions ; But 
neither of thefe Paflions will ever put us in, the 
way of Virtue, unlefs they be dire&ed by Con- 
fcience. For altho' virtuous Men do fometimes 
accidentally make their way to Preferment, yet 
the World is fo corrupted, that no Man can 
reafonably hope to be rewarded in it, meerly 
upon account of his Virtue. And confequent- 
Jy the Fear of Punifliment in this Life, will 
preferve Men from very few Vices, lince fome 
of the blackeft and bafeft do often prove the 
fureft Steps to Favour j fuch as Ingratitude, 
Hypocrify, Treachery, Malice, Subornation, 
Atheifm, and many more which human Laws 
do little concern themfelves about. But when 
Confcience placeth before us the Hopes of ever- 
lafting Happinefs, and the Fears of everlafting 
Mifery, as the Reward and Punifliment of our 
good or evil Aftions, our Reafon can find no 
way to avoid the Force of fuch an Argument, 
otherwife than by running into Infidelity. 

Lajily ; Confcience will dire£l us to love God, 
and to put our whole Truft and Confidence in 
Him. Our Love of God wiH infpire.us with 
aDeteftation for Sin, as what is of all Things 
moft contrary to his Divine Nature ; and if we 
have an entire Confidence in him, that will 
enable us to fubdue and defpife all the Allure- 
ments of the World. 

It may here be obje&ed, If Confcience be fo 
fure a Director to us Chrittians in the Conduft 
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of our Lives, how comes it to pafs that the 
ancient Heathens, who had no other Lights 
butthofe of Nature and Reafon, (hould fo far 
exefeed us in all manner of Virtue, as plainly 
appears by many Examples they have left on 
rfecord ? 

# "To which it may be anfwered ; Firft, thofe 
Heathens were extremely drift and exaft in the 
Education of their Children ; whereas among 
vs this Care is fo much laid afide, that the 
more God has bleffed any Man with Eftate or 
Quality, juft fo much lefs in Proportion is the 
Car^he takes in the Education of his Children, 
and particularly of that Child which is to 
inherit his Fortune j of which the EfFe&s are 
yifible enough among the Great Ones of the 
World. Again, thofe Heathens did in a par- 
ticular manner inftil the Principle into their 
Children of loving their Country, which is fo 
far otherwife now-a-days, that, of the feverai 
Parties among us, there none of them that 
feefh to have fo much as heard whether there 
be fuch a Virtue in the World, as plainly ap- 
pears by their Pra&ices, and efpecially when 
they are placed jn thofe Stations where they 
can only have Opportunity of ftiewing it, Laft- 
iy i The moft confiderable among the Heathens 
di4 generally believe Rewards and Punifhments 
in a, Life to cotjie } which is the great Principle 
for Cbnfcience to work upon : Whereas too 
many of thofe who would be thought the 
moft confiderable among us, do, both by 
their Pra&ices and their Difcourfes, plainly af- 
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firm, that they believe nothing at all of the, 
Matter. ' 

W 

Wherefore fince It hath manifeftly appeared 
that a Religious Confcience is the only true 
folid Foundation upon which Virtue can be 
built, give me leave, before I conclude, to let 
you fee how neceffary fuch a Confcience is, to 
conduct us in even- Station and Condition of 
ives. 

That a Religious Confcience is neceffary 
in any Station, is confeffed even by thofe who 
tell us that all Religion was invented by cun- 
ning Men in order to keep the World in 
Awe. For if Religion, by the Confeflion of 
its Adverfaries, be neceffary toward the well- 
governing of Mankind ; then every wife Man 
in Power will be fure not only to chufe out 
for every Station under him fuch Perfons as 
are moft likely to be kept in Awe by Reli- 
gion, but likewife to carry fome Appearance 
of it himfelf, or elfe he is a very weak Poli- 
tician. And accordingly in any Country where 
•eat Perfons affeft to be open Defpifers of 
.eligion, their Counfels will be found at laft 
to be fully as deftru&ive to the State as to the 
Cnurcn* 

It was the Advice of Jethro to his Son-in- 

# Law Mofesy to provide able Men, fuch as fear 

# Cody Men of Truths hating Covet oufnefs, and " 
to place fuch over the People j and Mofes, who 

was as wife a Statefman at leaft as any in 
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this Age, thought fit to follow that Advice 
Great Abilities, without the Fear of God, are 
moft dangerous Inftruments wlrai they are 
tvufted with Power. The Laws™ Man have 
thought fit, that thofe who are called to any 
Office of Truil fhould be bound by an Oath 
to the faithful Difcharge of it : But an Oath is 
an Appeal to God, and therefore can have 
no Influence except upon thofe who believe 
that he is, and that h#is a Rewarder of thofe 
that feek him, and a Punifher of thofe who 
difobey him : And therefore, we fee, the Laws 
themfelves are forced to have recourfe to 
Confcience in thefe Cafes, becaufe their Penal- 
ties cannot reach the Arts of cunning Men, 
who can find Ways to be guilty ef a thoufand 
Injuftices without being difcovered, or at lealt 
without being punifhed. And the Reafon why 
we find fo many Frauds, Abufes, and Corrup- 
tions where any Truft is conferred, can be no 
other, than that there is fo little Confcience 
and Religion left in the World, or at leaft 
that Men in their Choice of Inftruments 
have private Ends in view, which are Very 
different from the Service of the Publick. Be- 
fides, it is certain, that Men who profefs to 
have no Religion, are full as zealous to bring 
over Profelytes as any Papift or Fanatick can 
be. And therefore, if thofe who are in Sta- 
tion high enough to be of Influence or Ex- 
ample to others $ if thofe (I fay) openly pro- 
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will be fure to make all their Dependents of 
their own Principles ; and what Security can 
the Publick expeft from fuch Perl'ons, when- 
ever their Interefts or their Lufts come into 
Competition with their Duty ? It is very po!r 
fible for a Man who hath the Appearance of 
Religion, and is a great Pretender to Confci- 
fnce, to be wicked and an Hypocrite ; but it- 
is impoflible for a Man who openly declares 
a<*ainft Religion, to give*ny reafonable Secu- 
rity that he will not be falle and cruel, and 
corrupt, whenever a Temptation offers, which 
he values more than he does the Power 
wherewith he was trufted. And if fitch a Man 
doth not betray his Caufe and his Matter, it 
is only becaufe the Temptation was not pro- 
perly offered, or the Profit was too fmall, or 
the Danger too great. And hence it is that 
we find fo little Truth er Juftice among us, 
becaufe they are fo Very few, who either in 
the Service of the Publick, or in common 
Dealings with each other, do ever look farther 
than their own Advantage, and how to guard 
themfelves againft the Laws of the Country ; 
which a Man may do by Favour, by Secrefy, 
or by Cunning, though he breaks almoft every 

Law of God. 

Therefore to conclude : It plainly appears, 
that unlefs Men are guided by the Advice and 
Tudgment of Confcience founded on Religion, 
they can give no Security that they will be 
cither good Subjects, faithful Servant^_the 
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Publick, or honeft in their mutual Dealings ; 
fince there is no other Tie through which the 
Pride, or Luft, or Avarice, or Ambition of 
Mankind will not certainly break one Time or 
other.

WE have here a very fignal Inftance of 
the Deceitfulnefs of the Heart, reprc- 
fented to us in the Perfon of Hazael ; who 
was fent to th? Prophet Eli/ba, to enquire of 

the 
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the Lord concerning his Matter the King of 
Syria's Recovery. For the Man of God hav- 
ing told him that the King might recover from 
the Diforder he was then labouring under, be- 
guR to fet and faften his Countenance upon him 
of a fudden, and to break out into the moft 
violent Exprefiions of Sorrow, and a deep 
Concern for it ; whereupon, when Hazael, 
full of Shame and Confufion, aflced, Why 
weepeth my Lord? he anlwered, Becaufe I 
knoiv all the Evil that thou wilt do unto the 
Children of Ifrael ; their firong Holds nvilt thou 
fet on fire , and their young Men nvilt thou Jlay 
nvith the Sword, and wilt daf) their Children , 
end rip up their Women with Child* Thus 
much did the Man of God fay and know of 
him, by a Light darted into his Mind from 
Heaven. But Hazael not knowing himfelf fo 
well as the other did, was ftartled and amazed 
at the Relation, and would not believe it pof- 
fible that a Man of his Temper could ever run 
out into fuch enormous Inftances of Cruelty 
and Inhumanity. What, fays he, is thy Ser- 
vant a Dog, that he Jbould do this great ihing Z 
And yet, for all this, 'tis highly probable 
that he was then that very Man, he could not 
imagine himfelf to be ; for we find him, on the 
very next Day after his Return, in a very trea- 
cherous and difloyal Manner murdering his 
own Mafter, and ufurping his Kingdom ; 
which was but a Prologue to that fad Tragedy 
'which he afterwards afted upon the People of 
Ifrael.

And now the Cafe is but very little better 
with moft Men, than it was with Hazael; 
however it comes to pals, they are wonderfully 
unacquainted with their own Temper and Dif- 
pofition, and know veiy little of what pafles 
within them : For of fo many proud, ambi- 
tious, revengeful, envying, and ill-natured 
Perfons that are in the World, where is there 
one of them, who altho' > he has all the Symp- 
toms of the Vice appearing upon every Occa- 
fion, can look with fuch an impartial Eye upon 
himfelf, as to believe that the Imputation 
thrown upon him is not altogether groundlefs 
and unfair ? who, if he were told by Men of a 
difcerning Spirit and a ftrong Conjefture, of 
all the evil and abfurd Things which that falfe 
Heart of his would at one Time or other betray 
him into, would not believe as little, and 
wonder as much as Hazael did before him ? 
Thus, for Inftance 5 tell an angry Perfon, that 
he is weak and impotent, and of no Confiftency 
of Mind ; tell him, that fuch or fuch a little 
Accident, which he may then defpife, and 
think much below a Paliion, fhall hereafter 
make him fay and do feveral abfurd, indilcreet, 
and milbecoming Things : He may perhaps 
own that he has a Spirit of Refentment within 
him, that will not let him be impofed on, but 
he fondly imagines that he can lay a becoming 
Reftraint upon it when he pleafes, tho"* 'tis ever 
running away with him into fome Indecency 
or other. 

Therefore, 
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Therefore, to bring down the Words of my 
Text to our prefent OccaGon, I fhall endea- 
vour, in a further Profecution of them, to 
evince the great Neceflity of a nice and curious 
Infpe&ion into the feveral RecefTes of the Heart, 
that being the furelt and the (horteft Method 
that a wicked Man can take to reform him* 
felf : For let us but ftop the Fountain, and the 
Streams will fpend and wafte themfelves away 
in & very little Time 5 but if we go about, like 
Children, to raife a Bank, and to ftop the Cur- 
rent, not taking Notice all the while of the 
Spring which continually feeds it, when the 
next Flood of a Temptation rifes and breaks in 
upon, it, then we ihall find that we have begun 
at the wrong End of our Duty, and that we 
are very little more the better for it, than if 
we had fate ftill, and made no Advances

FirJ} then. To prove that Man is generally 
the molt ignorant Creature . in the World of 
himfelf. 

To purfue the Heart of Man thro 1 all the 
Inftances of Life, in all its feveral Windings • 
and Turnings, and under that infinite Variety 
ot Shapes and Appearances which it puts on, 
would be a difficult and almoft impoljible Un- 
dertaking j Co that I (hall confine myfelf to fuch 
as have a nearer Reference to the prefent Oc- 
cafion, and do, upon a cloler View, Ihew 
themfelves thro n the whole Bufinefs of Repen- 
tance. For we all know what it is to repent; 
but whether he repents him truly of his Sins or 
no, who can know it ? 

Now the great Duty of Repentance is chiefly 
made up of thefe two Parts, a hearty Sorrow / 
for the Follies and Mifcarriages of the Time 
paft, and a full Purpofe and Relblution of 
Amendment for the Time to come. And now, 
to /hew the FalJfcnefs of the Heart in both thefe 
Parts of Repentance. And 

Firji , As to a hearty Sorrow for the Sins 
and Mifcarriages of the Time part. Is there a 
more uiual Thing than for a Man to impale 
upon himfelf, by putting on a grave and de- 
mure Countenance, by cafting a fevere Look 
into his paft Conduft, and making fome few 
pious and devout Reflections upon it, and tficn 
to believe that he has repented to an excellent 
purpofe, without ever letting it flep forth into

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Pra&ice, and (hew itfelf in a holy Converfa- 
tion ? Nay, fome PerfonB do carry the Deceit 
a little higher ; who if they can but bring 
themfelves to weep for their Sins, they are then 
full of an ill-grounded Confidence and Secu- 
rity ; never confidering that all this may prove 
to be no more than the very Garb and outward 
Drefs of a contrite Heart, which another Heart, 
as hard the nether Mill-ftone,may as well put on.. 
For Tears and Sighs, however in fome Perfons 
they may be decent and commendable Expref- 
fions of a godly Sorrow, are neither neceffary, 
nor infallible Signs of a true and unfeigned Re- 
pentance. Not neceffary, becaufe fometimes, 
and in fome Perfbns, the inward Grief and 
Anguifh of the Mind may be too big to be ex- 
preffed by fo little a Thing as a Tear, and 
then it turns its Edge inwards upon the Mind ; 
and like thofe Wounds of the Body which bleed 
inwardly, it generally proves the molt fatal and 
dangerous to the whole Body of Sin : Not in- 
fallible, becaufe a very fmall Portion of Sorrow 
may make fome tender Difpofitions melt, and 
break out into Tears ; or a Man may perhaps 
weep at parting with his Sins, as he would to 
bid the laft Farewell to an old Friend he was 
fure never to fee again. 

But there is ftill a more pleafent Cheat in 
this Affair, that when we find a Deadnels, and 
a ftrange kind of Unaptnefs and Indifpoiition 
to all Impreffions of Religion, and that we 
cannot be as truly foiry for our Sins as we 
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fliould be, we then pretend to be forry that we 
are not more forry for them ; which is not lefs 
abfurd and irrational, than that a Man 
fliould pretend to be very angry at a Thing, 
becaufe he did not know how to be angry 
at all. ^ 

But after all, what is wanting in this Part of 
Repentance, we expeft to make it up in the 
next \ and to that Purpofe we put on a Refo- 
lution of Amendment, which we take to be 
as firm as a Houfe built upon 3, Rock ; fo that 
let the Floods arife, and the Winds blow, and 
the Streams beat vehemently upon it, nothing 
iliall fliake it into Ruin and Diforder. We 
doubt not, upon the Strength of this Refolve, 
to ftand fail and unmoved amidft the Storm of 
a Temptation $ and do firmty believe, at the 
Time we make it, that nothing in the World 
will ever be able to make us commit thofe Sins 
over again, which we havfc fo firmly refolved 
againft 

Thus many a Time have we come to the 
Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, with a full 
Purpofe of Amendment, and with as full Per- 
fwalion of putting that fame Purpofe into Prac- 
tice j and yet have we not all as often broke 
that good Purpofe, and faliified that fame Per- 
fwafion, by ftarting afide, like a broken Bow > 
into thofe very Sins, which we then fo folemn- 
ly and confidently declared againft ? 

Whereas had but any other Perfon entered 
with us into a Vo^fo folemn, that he had 
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taken the Holy Sacrament upon it, I bel 
had he but once deceived us by breaking in 
upon the Vow, we fhould hardly ever after be 
prevailed upon to truft that Man again, the" 
we ftill continue to trult cur own Hearr$,againft 
Reafon and agpnft Experience. 
>■ This indeed is a dangerous Deceit enough* 
and will of courfe betray all thofe well-mean^- 
ing Perlbns into Sin and Folly, who are apt 
to take Religion for a much eafier thing than 
it is. But this is not the only Miftake we are 
apt to run into $ we do not only think fome- 
times that we can do more than we can do, 
but lometimes that we are incapable of doing 
lels; an Error of another Kind indeed, but 
not lefs dangerous, arifing from a Diffidence 
and a falfe Hunfility . For how much U wick- 
ed Man can do in the Eufmefs of Religion, if 
he would do but his beft, is veiy often more 
than he can telh * 

Thus nothing is more common than to fee a 
wicked Man running headlong into Sin and 
Folly, againft his Reafon, againft his Religion, 
and againlt his God* Tell him, that what he 
is going to do will be an infinite Difparagement 
to his Underftanding, which, at another Time, 
he fets no fmall Value upon 5 tell him that it 
will blacken his Reputation, which he had ra- 
ther die for than lofe ; tell him that the Pleafure 
of the Sin is fhort and tranfient, and leaves 
a vexatious kind of a Sting behind it, which 
will very hardly be dravtl forth j tell him that 

this 
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this is one of thofe things for which God will 
moil furely bring him to Judgment, which he 
pretends to believe with a full AfTurance and 
Perfuafion: And yet for all this, he ihuts his 
Eyes againft all Convi&ion, and m flies into 
the Sin, like a Horfe into the Battle 5 as if he 
had nothing left to do, but like a lilly Child to 
wink hard, and to think to eicape a certain and 
an infinite Miichief, only by endeavouring not 
to fee it,

And now to Ihew that the Heart has given 
in a falfe Report of the Temptation, we may 
learn from this, that the fame weak Man would 
refill and matter the fame powerful Tempta- 
tion, upon Confiderations of infinitely lefs Va- 
lue than thofe which Religion offers, nay fuch 
vile Confiderations, that the Grace of God 
cannot without Blafphemy be fuppofed to add 
any manner of Force and Efficacy to them. 
Thus for Inftance, it would be a hard Matter 
to drefs up a Sin in fuch foft and tempting Cir- 
cumftances, that a truly covetous Man would 
not relift for a confiderable Sum of Money 5 
when neither the Hopes of Heaven nor the Fears 
of Hell could make an Impreffion upon him 
before. But can any thing be a furer Indica- 
tion of the Deceitfulnefs of the Heart, than 
thus to fhew more Courage, Refolution, and 
Activity in an ill Caufe, than it doe$ in a good 
one ? and to exert itlelf to better Purpofe, when 
it is to ferve its own Pride, or Luft, or Re- 
venge, or any other Paflion, than when it is to 
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lerve God upon the Motives of the Gofpe), and 
upon all the Arguments that ever have been 
made ufe of to bring Men over to Religion 
and a good Life ? And thus having (hewn that 
a Man is wonderfully apt to deceive and im- 
pofe upon himfelf, in patting thro' the feveral 
Stages of that great Duty, Repentance, I pro^ 
ceed now, in the 

Second Place, To enquire into the Grounds 
and Reafons of this Ignorance, and to Jhsw 
whence it comes to pafs that a Man, the only 
Creature in the World that can refiefl and 
look into himfelf) Jhould know fo little of what 
pajfes within bim> and be fo <very much unac- 
quainted e<ven with the ft an ding Difpofitions and 
Complexion of his own Heart. The prime Rea- 
fon of it is, becaufe we fo very feldom con- 
verfe with ourfeives, and take fo little Notice 
of what pafles within us : For a Man can no 
more know his own Heart than he can know 
his own Face, any other Way than by Refle&i* 
on : He may as well tell over every Feature of 
the fmaller Portions of his Face without the 
Help of a Looking-Glafs, as he can tell all the 
inward Bents and Tendencies of the Soul, 
thofe (landing Features and Lineaments of the 
inward Man, and know all the various Changes 
that this is liable to from Cuttom, from Paflion, 
and from Opinion, withput a very frequent Ule 
of looking within himfelf. 

For our Paflions and Inclinations are not 
always upon the Wing, and always moving 

towards. 
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towards their refpe&ive Objefts, but retire 
now and then into the more dark and hidden 
Recefles of the Heart, where they He concealed 
for a while, till a frefti Occafion calls them 
forth again : So that not % every tranfient, ob- 
lique Glance upon the Mind, can bring a Man 
into a thorough Knowledge of all its Strengths 
and WeaknefTes ; for a Man may fometimes 
turn the Eye of the Mind inward upon itfelf, 
as he may behold his natural Face in a Glafs, 
and go away, and ftrait forget what manner of 
Man he was. But a Man muft rather fit down 
and unravel every Aftion of the paft Day into 
all its Circumftances and Particularities, and 
obferve how every little thing moved and afFe&- 
ed him, and what manner of Impreflion it made 
upon his Heart ; this done with that Frequency 
and Carefulnefs which the Importance of the 
Duty does require, would in a fhort time bring 
him into a near and intimate Acquaintance with 
himfelf. .* 

But when Men infteadof this do pafs away 
Months and Years in a perfeft Slumber of the 
Mind, without once awaking it, it is no Won- 
der they (hould be fo veiy ignorant of them- 
felves, and know very little more of what pafies 
within them, than the very Beafts which perifh. 
But here it may not be amifs to enquire into 
the Reafons why mcft Men have fo little Con- 
verlation with themfelves. 

And Firft^ Becaufe this Reflexion is a Work 
and Labour of the Mind, and cannot be per- 
formed 
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formed without fome Pain and Difficulty : For 
before a Man can refleft upon himielf, and 
look into his Heart with a fteady Eye, he mutt 
contraft his Sight/ and colieft all his fcatterd 
md roving Thoughts into fome Order and 
Compafs, that he may be able to take a cleatv 
and diftinft View of them ; he muft retire 
from the World for a while, and be unattentive 
to all Impreffions of Scnfe j and how hard and 
painful a thing mult it needs be to a Man of 
Paflion and Infirmity, amidft fuch a Crowd of 
Objefts that are continually ftriking upon the 
Senfe, and folliciting the Affe&ions, np.t to be 
moved and interrupted by one or other of 
them. But, 

Secondly, Another Rcafon why we fo feldom 
converfe with ourfelves, is, becaufe theBufinels 
of the World takes up all our Time, and leaves 
us no Portion of it to be fpent upon this great 
Work and Laboijr of the Mind. Thus twelve 
or fourteen Years pafs away before we can welt 
difeern Good from Evil ; and of the reft: lb 
much goes away in Sleep, fo much in the ordi- 
nary Bufmefs of Life, and fo much in the proper 
Bufinefs of our Calling, that we have none to 
lay out upon the more ferious and religious 
Employments. Every Man s Life is an im- 
perfeft fort of a Circle, which he repeats and 
runs over every Day ; he has a Set of Thoughts, 
Defires, and Inclinations, which return upon 
him in their proper Time and Order, and will 
very hardly be laid afide to maketoom lor any 

thing 
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thing new and uncommon : So that call upon a 
him when you pleafe, to fet about the Study of 
his own Heart, and you are fure to find him 
pre-engaged ; either he has fome Bufmefs 
to do, or fome Diverfion to take, fome Ac- 
quaintance that he mull vifit, or fome Company 
that he muft entertain, or fome crofs Accident 
has put him out of fc Humo\ir, and unfitted 
him for fuch a grave Employment. And 
thus it comes to pafs that a Man can never 
find Leifure to look into himfelf, becaufe he 
does not fet apart fome Portion of the Day for 
that very Purpofe, but foolifhly defers it from 
one Day to another, till his Glafs is almoft 
run out, and he is called upon to give a mi- 
ferable Account of himfelf in the other World. 
But, 

# Thirdly, Another Reafbn why a Man does 
not more frequently converfe with himfelf, is, 
becaufe fuch a Converfation with his own 
Heart may difcover fome Vice or fome Infirmi- 
ty lurking within him, which he is very un- 
willing to believe himfelf guilty of. For can 
there be a more ungrateful Thing to a Man, 
than to find that upon a nearer View he is not 
that Perfon he took himfelf to be ? that he has 
neither the Courage, nor the Honefty, nor 
the Piety, nor the Humility that he dreamt he 
had ? that a very little Pain, for inftance, puts 
him out of all Patience, and as little Pleafiire 
foftens and difarms him into Eafe and Wan- 
tonnefs ? that he has been at more Pains, and 

Labour, 
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Labour, and Coft, to be revenged of an Ene- 
my, than to oblige the beft Friend he has in 
the World ? that he cannot bring himfelf to 
fay his Prayers without a great deal of Relu£t- 
ancy ; and when he does fay them, the Spirit 
and Fervour of Devotion evaporates in a very 
Ihort Time, and he can fcarcely hold out a 
Prayer of ten Lines, without a Number of idle 
and impertinent, if not vain and wicked 
Thoughts coming into his Head ? Thefe are 
very unwelcome Difcoveries that a Man may 
make of himfelf ; fo that 'tis no wonder that 
every one, who is already flufh'd with a good 
Opinion of himfelf, (hould rather ftudy how to 
run away from it, than how to converfe with 
his own Heart. 

But further. If a Man were both able and 
willing to retire into his own Heart, and to let 
apart fome Portion of the Day for that very 
Purpofe 5 yet he is ftill difabled from paffing a 
fair and impartial Judgment upon himfelf, by 
feveral Difficulties, arifing partly from Preju- 
dice and Prepofleflion, partly from the lower 
Appetites and Inclinations. And, 

FirJI, That the Bufinefs of PrepofTefTion may 
lead and betray a Man into a falfe Judgment 
of his own Heart. For we may obferve that 
the firft Opinion we take up of anything, or 
of any Perfon, does generally lHck clofe to us; 
the Nature of the Mind being; fuch, that it 
cannot but defire, and conftantly endeavour to 
have fome certain Principles to go upon, fome- 

thing 
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thing fix'd and unmoveable, whereon it may 
reft and fuppof t itfelf . And hence it comes to 
pafs, that fome Perfons are with fo much Dif- 
ficulty brought to think well of a Man they 
have once entertained an ill Opinion of 5 and 
perhaps that too for a very abfurd and unwar- 
rantable Reafon. But how much more diffi- 
cult then muft it be for a Man, who takes up a 
fond Opinion of his own Heart, long before 
he has either Years or Senle enough to under- 
ftand it, either to be perfuaded out of it by 
himfelf, whom he loves fo well, or by another, 
whofe Intereft or Diverfion it may be to make 
him afhamedof himfelf? Then, 

Secondly , As to the Difficulties arifing from 
the inferior Appetites and Inclinations, let any 
Man look into his own Heart, and obferve in 
how different a Light, and under what diffe- 
rent Complexions any two Sins of equal Tur- 
pitude and Malignity do appear to him, if he 
has but a ftrong Inclination to the one, and 
none at all to the other. That which he has 
an Inclination to, is always drefled up in all 
the falfe Beauty that a fond and bufy Imagina- 
tion can give it ; the other appears naked and 
deformed, and in all the true Circumllances of 
Folly and Diflionour. Thus Stealing is a 
Vice that few Gentlemen are inclined to 5 and 
they juftly think it below the Dignity of a Man 
to ftoop to fo bafe and low a Sin ; but no Prin- 
ciple of Honour, no Workings of the Mind 
and Conference, nor the ftill Voice of Mercy, 

no*.

60 The DIFFICULTY of 

• not the dreadful Call of Judgment, nor any 
Confiderations whatfoever, can put a Stop to 
that Violence and Oppreffion, that Pride and 
Ambition, that Revelling and Wantonnefs, 
which we every Day meet with in the World. 
Nay, 'tis eafy to obferve very different Thoughts 
in a Man, of the Sin that he is moft fond of, 
according to the different Ebbs and Flows of 
his Inclination to it. For as foon as the Appe- 
tite is alarmed, and feizes upon the Heart, a 
little Cloud gathers about the Head, and fpreads 
a kind of Darknefs over the Face of the Soul, 
whereby 'tis hindered from taking a clear and 
diftinft View of Things ; but no fooner is the 
Appetite tired and fatiated, but that fame Cloud 
palles away like a Shadow, and a new Light 
ipringmg up in the Mind of a Hidden, the Man 
fees much more, both of the Folly and of the 
Danger of the Sin, than he did before. 

And thus having done with the feveral Rea- 
fons why Man, the only Creature in theWorld 
that can refleft and look into himlelf, is fo very 
ignorant of wlfai paffes within him, and fo 
much unacquainted with the Handing Difpoli- 
tions and Complexion of his own Heart : I 
proceed now, in the 

Third and La ft Place, to lay down feveral 
Advantages, that do moft affuredly attend a 
due Improvement in the Knowledge of our- 
feives- And, 

Firfii One great Advantage is that it tend* 
very much to mortify and humble a Man into 
a modeft and low Opinion of himfelf. For let 

a Man 
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a Man take a nice and curious Infpe&ion into 
all the feveral Regions of the Heart, and ob- 
ferve every thing irregular and amifs within 
him , for Inftanc?, how narrow and fhort- 
fighted a Thing is the Underftanding ; upon 
how little Realbn do we take up an Opinion, 
and upon how much Ids ibmctime* <! r > ^ 
it clown again $ ho v weak and faife Ground 
do we often walk upon with the b* (t Cor 
dence and Afiurance, and how ti e lous 
doubtful we are very often, where no Doubt 
is to be made: Again \ how wild and imper- 
tinent, how bufy and incoherent a Thing is 
the Imagination, even in the bell and wiieft 
Men $ infomuch that every Man may be faid 
to be mad, but every Man doss not ihew it. 
Then as to the Paflions j how noify, how tur- 
bulent, and how tumultuous they are } how 
eafdy are they ftirred and fet a going, how 
eager and hot in tjie Purfuit, and what ftrange 
Diforder and Confufion do they throw a Man 
intoj fo that he can neither think, nor fpeak, 
nor aft as he fhould do, while he is under the 
Dominion of any onj^pf them. 

Thus let every Man look with a fevere and 
impartial Eye into all the diftinft Regions of 
the Heart, and no doubt, feveral Deformities 
and Irregularities, that he never thought of ; 
will open and difclolV themfelvcs upon fo near 
a View \ and rather make the Man afhamed of 
himfelf, than proud. 4 

Secondly, A due Improvement in the Jynow- 
ledge of ourfelves, does certainly fecure us from 
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the fly and infmuating Affaults of Flattery. 
There is not in the World a bafer, and more 
hateful Thing than Flattery $ it proceeds from 
fo much Falfenefs and Infincerity in the Man 
that gives it, and often difcovers fo much Weak- 
nefs and Folly in the Man that takes it, that 
'tis hard to tell which of the two is moft to be 
blamed. Every Man of common Senfe can de- 
monftrate in Speculation, and may be fully 
convinced, that all the Praifes and Commenda- 
tions of the whole World can add no more to 
the real and intrinfick Value of a Man, than 
they can add to his Stature. And yet, for all 
this, Men of the beft Senfe and Piety, when 
they come down to the Pra&ice, cannot forbear 
thinking much better of themfelves, when they 
have the good Fortune to be fpoken well 
of by other Perfons. 

But the Meaning of this abfurd Proceeding 
feems to be no other than this ; there are few- 
Men that have fo intimate an Acquaintance 
with their own Heart, as to know their own 
real Worth, and how to fet a juft Rate upon 
themfelves ; and thcrefdie they don't know but 
that he who praifes them moft, may be moft in 
the right of it. For, no doubt, if a Man were 
ignorant of the true Value of a Thing he loved 
as well as himfelf, he would meafure the 
Worth of it according to the Efteem of him 
who bids moft for it, rather than of him that 

Therefore, the moft infallible Way to dif- 
'cntangla a Man from the Snares of Flattery, i* 
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to confult and ftucly his own Heart ; for who- 
ever does that well, will hardly be fo abfurd, as 
to take another Man's Word before his own 
Senfe and Experience. 

"Thirdly^ Another Advantage from this kind 
of Study, is this, that it teaches a Man how to 
behave himfelf patiently, when he has the ill 
Fortune to be cenfured and abufed by other 
People. For a Man who is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with his own Heart, does already 
know much more Evil of himfelf, than any 
Body clfe can tell him $ and when any one 
ipeaks ill of him, he rather thanks God, that 
he can fay no worfe. For could his Enemy 
but look into the dark and hidden RccefTes of 
the Heart, he confiders what a Number of im- 
pure Thoughts he might there fee brooding and 
hovering like a dark Cloud upon the Face of 
the Soul 5 that there he might take a Profpeft 
of the Fancy, and view it ailing over the feve- 
ral Scenes of Pride, of Ambition, of Envy, 
of Luft, and Revenge ; thayhere he might tell 
how often a vicious Inclination has been re- 
ilrain'd, for no other Reafon but juft to fave 
the Man's Credit or Intereft in the World ; and 
how many unbecoming Ingredients have en- 
tered into the Compofition of his beftf A&ions, 
And now, what Man in the whole World 
would be able to bear fo fevere a Teft, to have 
everyThought and inward Motion of the Heart 
laid open and expofed to the View of his Ene- 
mies ? But, 
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Fourthly and Laftly ; Another Advantage of 
this kind is, that it makes Men lefs fevere up- 
on other People's Faults, and lefs bufy and in- 
duftrious in fpreading them. For a Man, em- 
ploy "d at Home, inlpefting into his own Fail- 
ings, hath not Leifiire enough to take Notice 
of every little Spot and Blemifh that lies fcat-^ 
ter*d upon others. Or if he cannot efcape the 
Sight of them, he always paffes the molt eafy 
and favourable Conftrufiion upon them . Thus, 
for Inftance : Does the 111 he knows of a Man 
proceed from an unhappy Temper and Confti* 
tution of Body ? he then confiders with him* 
felf, how hard a Thing it is, not to be borne 
down with the Current of the Blood and Spi- 
rits, and accordingly lays fome Part of the 
!Blame upon the Weaknefs of human Nature, 
jfor he has felt the Force and Rapidity of it 
Vithin his own Breaft ; tho* perhaps, in anothet 
Inftance, he remembers how it rages and fwellfc 
t>y Oppofition j and tho' it may be reftrained, 
or diverted for a vrtiile, yet it can hardly ever 
fce totally fubdued. 

Or has the Man finned out of Cuftom ? he 
then, from his own Experience, traces a Habit 
into the very firft Rife and imperfeft Beginnings 
^pf it j and can tell by how flow and infeiifible 
Advances it creeps upon the Heart j how it 
works itfelf by Degrees into the very Frame 
and Texture of it, and fo paffes into a fecond 
Nature j and -confequendy he has a juft Senfe 
of the great Difficylty for him to learn to do 
• y - - Good, 
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Good, who has been long accuftomed to do 
Evil, 

Or, Laftly, Has a falfe Opinion betrayed 
him into a Sin ? He then calls to Mind what 
wrong Apprehenfions he has had of fome 
Things himfelf ; how many Opinions, that he 
once made no doubt of, he has, upon a iiri&er 
Examination, found to be doubtful and uncer- 
tain ; how many more to be unreafonable, and 
abfurd. He knows further, that there are a 
great many more Opinions that he has never yet 
examined into atall, and which, however, he ftill 
believes, for no other Reafon, but becaufe he 
has believed them fo long already without a ^ 
Reafon* Thus, upon everjjjpccafion, aMan' 
intimately acquainted with himfelf, confults 
his own Heart, and makes every Man's Cafe 
to be his own (and fo puts the moft favourable 
Interpretation upon it.) Let every Man there* 
fore look into his own Heart, before he begins 
to abufe the Reputation of another, anjkhen 
he will hardly be fo abfurd, as to throw al) art 
that will fo certainly rebound and N^ound him- 
felf. And thus, thro" the whole Courfe of his 
Converfation, let him keep an Eye upon that 
one great and comprehenfive Rule of Chriftian 
Duty, on which hangs not only the Law and 
the Prophets, but the very Life and Spirit of 
the Golpel too j Whatever ye would that Men 
fkould do unto you, do ye even fo unto them* 
Which Rule, that we may all duly obferve, by 
throwing afide all Scandal and Detraction, all 
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ADVERTISEMENT, .

Since your Excellency hath had an Oppoiw 
tunity, io early in your Government, ot gra- 
tifying your Evglijb Dependents by a Bifhop- 
rick, and the beft Deanery in the Kingdom, 
I cannot but hope, that the Clergy of Ireland 
will have their Share in your Patronage. 
There is hardly a Gentleman in the Nation 
who hath not a near Alliance with fome of 
that Body ; and moft ot them who have Sons, 
ufually breed one to the Church j although 
they have been of late Years much difcou^. 
raged and difcontented, by feeing Strangers 
in the Country almoft perpetually taken into 
th* greateft Ecclefiaftical Preferments, and too 
often, under Governors very different from 
your Excellency, the Choice of Pcrfons was 
"not to be accounted for, either to Prudence or 
Tuftice. 

, The Misfortune of having Bifhops perpe- 
tually from England j as it muft needs quench 
the Spirit of Emulation among us to excel in 
Learning, and the Study of "Divinity, lb it 
produceth another great Difcouragement, that 
^tbofe Prelates ufually draw after them Colonieg 
of Sons, Bfepbews, Coufms, or old College- 
vCompunions, to whom they beftow the beft 
^Preferments in their Gift; and thus the 
young Men fent into the Church from the 
Univerfity here, have no better ProJpcft than 

: n- " to 
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to be Curates, or fmall Country Vicars, for 
Life. 

It will become fo excellent a Governor as 
you, a little to moderate this great Partiality 5 
wherein, q& you will aft with Jufticc and 
Reajbn, fo you will gain the Thanks and 
Prayers of the whole Nation, and take away 
one great Caufe of univerfal Difcontent. For I 
believe your Excellency will agree, that there is 
not another Kingdom in Europe y where the Na- 
tives (even thofe defcended from the Conque* m 
rors) haye been treated as if they were almoft 
unqualify'4 for any Employment either in 
^philrch or State. 

Your Excellency, when I had the Honour to 
attend you, was pleafed to let me name fowie 
Clergymen, who are generally underftood by 
their Brethren to be the moft diftinguiJhed for 
their Learning and Piety. I remember the 
Perfons were, Dr. Delany> Dr. Ward of the 
Norths Mr. J^cblyn y Mr, Synge of Dublifi, and 
|vlr. Corbet j they were named by me without

I (hall lay nothing of the young Men among 
the Clergy, of whom the three hopefulleft are 
faid to be Mr. Stopford, Mr. King, and Mr.

But thefe 
are not likely to be great Expeftors under your 
Excellency's Adminiftration, according to the 
ufual Period of Governors here. 

If I have dealt honeftly in reprefenting filch

Now, under 
Misfortunes of this Kind* I know no Confo- 
lation more efteflual to a reafonable Perfori, 
than to refieft rather upon what is left, than 
what is loft. She was neithet an only Child, 
nor an only Daughter. You have three Chil- 
dren left, one of them of an Age to be Ufeful 
to his Family, and the two others aspromifing 
as can be expe£ted from their Age j fo that 
according tb the general Difpenfations of God 
Almighty, you have fmali Reafon to re- 
pine upon that Article of Life.
